This  tradition  is  usually  called  Oral, 
having  been'at  the  first  oral  chiefly,  though  committed 
to  writing,  or  said  to  have  been  so,  at  subsequent  pe¬ 
riods,  by”  the  Fathers,  by  Councils,  and  otherwise, 
whether  partially  or  totally  we  need  not  here  inquire. 
This  tradition  the  Romanist  is  commanded,  by  the 
Council  of  Trent,  to  receive  with  the  Scriptures,  and 
“  with  equal  affection  of  piety  and  reverence.” 

This  tradition  is  meant  of  course  in  the  declaration 
of  the  Church  of  Rome,  that  Scripture  is  to  be  admit¬ 
ted  “  according  to  that  sense  which  the  mother  Church 
(so  called)  has  held  and  does  hold.”  Tradition,  it  is 
said,  decides  the  sense  of  Scripture — tradition,  as 
handed  down  by  the  Church,  and  as  “  held”  or  declared 
by  the  Church  of  Rome  at  any  given  time. 

Tradition  is  not  explicitly  declared  to  be  infallible, 
in  the  Creed  already  quoted,  that  of  Pius  IV.  1  ms 
however  appears  to  be  meant,  as  ithas  exclusively  the 
office  of  interpreting  Scripture.  And  Romanists  affirm 
that  it  is;  t.  e.  that  their  Church,  acting  as  the  dispen¬ 
ser  of  traditional  light,  is  an  infallible  judge  in  mat¬ 
ters  of  faith,  including  controversies  about  the  sense 
of  the  canonical  records  of  the  word  of  God. 

Such  an  assertion  is  different,  essentially,  from  the 
one,  that  tradition, discreetly  used,  mayaffbrd  helpin  in¬ 
terpreting  those  records,  as  one  means  among  several. 

Here  then,  I  repeat,  is  the  fundamental  question— 
shall  the  Scriptures  be  interpreted  on  ordinary  princi¬ 
ples,  including  tradition  as  an  aid — or  shall  tradition,  as 
recognised  by  the  Church  of  Rome,  be  the  sole 
prefer?  This  I  regaid  as  the  commencement  of  the 
controversy,  because  we  both  agree  to  “admit  the 
letter  of  the  Scriptures  acknowledged  by  both  to  be 
canonical.  The  mode  of  deciding  between  “  various 
readings,”  so  called,  and  the  question  concerning  the 
books  called  apocryphal,  for  none  of  which  a  place  in 
the  New  Testament  is  claimed,  are  not  only  secon¬ 
dary  matters  in  this  stage  of  the  argument,  but  cannot 
Rome  is  established  or  refuted ;  for  on  this  depends,  in 
the  Romanist’s  opinion,  the  authority  in  these  several 
cases.  The  letter  of  the  canonical  books  allowed  by 
both  parties  affords  us  Scripture,  to  be  compared  with 
tradition,  and  to  be  appealed  to  concerning  the  claims 
of  tradition.  At  that  point  therefore  is  the  dividing 
mark  between  our  agreement  and  disagreement — and 
there  begins  our  controversy. 

Beyond  this  point,  the  appeal  is  to  common  sense 
and  sound  reasoning,  there  being  no  other  common 
ground.  But  before  proceeding  to  tliis  appeal,  some 
further  remarks  may  be  added. — The  Rule  of  Faith 
professed  by  both  I’rotesfants  and  Romanists  is,  pro¬ 
perly  speaking,  what  Christ  and  his  inspired  servants 
taught.  'J'radition  therefore  is  not  in  itself  a  rule  of 
faith,  but  rather  a  rule  or  means  for  ascertaining  what  is 
the  Rule  of  Faith.  And  Scripture  is  another  rule 
or  means  for  ascertaining  what  is  the  Rule  of 
Faith.  Is  then  tradition,  deciding  authoritatively 
the  sense  of  the  letter  of  Scripture,  without  per¬ 
mitting  Scripture  to  speak  for  itself,  the  only  or 
the  best  means  of  a.scertaining  what  Christ  and  his 
inspired  servants  taught?  Or,  sliall  not  Scripture  dc 
dare  the  sense  of  its  own  letter  as  freely  as  other 
books,  unfettered  by  any  final  authority  from  without? 
and  is  not  this  the  preferable  means  of  ascertaining  the 
instruction  of  Christ  and  his  inspired  servants?  'J’he 
is.sue  is  between  Scripture  and  tradition,  as  distinct 
and  opp<}sing  claimants.  The  Romanist  will  perhaps 
allege  that  lie  uses  tradition  and  Scripture  both  ;  but 
the  Protestants  may  say  the  same.  I'he  difference  is, 
that  the  one  makes  tradition  the  superior  instrument 
for  reaching  the  Rule  of  Faith,  while  the  other  makes 
Scripture  the  superior  instrument.  The  one,  looking  to 
Scripture  for  the  letter  only,  and  to  tradition  for  the  sense 
of  that  letter,  regards  the  former  as  a  dependent  revela¬ 
tion,  useless  for  Christian  teaching  without  the  latter; 
the  other,  looking  to  Scriiiture,  as  to  any  other  book,  for 
the  sense  of  its  own  lelt*  r,  regards  it  as  an  indepen¬ 
dent  revelation,  and  tradition  as  having  become  of  lit¬ 
tle  or  no  value  without  it.  The  i.ssue  therefore  is  be¬ 
tween  tradition  and  Scripture — which  is  the  most  se¬ 
cure  means  of  preserving  truth  ? 

In  entering  on  this  question,  Romanists  make  a 


common-sense  appeal,  in  order  to  prove  that  tradition, 
of  the  kind  1  have  particularly  mentioned,  the  succes¬ 
sive  instructions  of  succesive  parents  and  successive 
pastor.s  must  he  and  must  remain  correct.  Each  one 
leaches  accurately  and  faithfully  what  himself  was 
taught,  and  thus  all  are  taught  the  same  things,  and 
the  last  in  the  succession  receives  the  same  lesson  that 
was  revealed  to  the  first.  As  the  things  thus  commu¬ 
nicated  are  extensively  known,  their  notoriety  con¬ 
tributes  to  their  being  faithfully  transmitted.  And  the 
agreement  of  Christians  of  various  countries  in  their 
traditions,  is  a  further  proof  of  their  genuineness.  Such 
is  the  argument  of  the  Romanist  on  this  point. 

The  Protestant  constructs  a  not  dissimilar  argument 
in  favour  of  Scripture,  using  tradition,  as  I  have  said, 
though  not  of  the  same  kind.  Scripture  is  transmitted 
by  successive  copies  of  the  inspired  writings,  each 
transcriber  presenting  accurately  and  faithfully  what 
is  contained  in  tlie  manuscript  before  him.  As  the 
copies  are  numerous,  the  fidelity  of  each  fresh  one  is 
secured  by  the  notoriety  of  their  contents.  And  as 
copies  are  made  in  various  countries,  their  agreement 
is  a  further  proof  of  their  being  genuine. 

Similar  as  these  two  arguments  are  in  their  struc¬ 
ture,  ^the  quality  of  their  respective  materials  is  very 
different. 

It  is  not  true  that  tradition  is  the  same  among 
Churclies  of  different  countries.  For  example;  the 
Greek,  Armenian,  Syrian  and  Coptic  Churches  do  not 
agree  with  the  Church  of  Rome  in  regard  to  the  tra¬ 
ditions  before  us — that  the  latter  is  “  the  mother  and 
mistress  of  all  Churches,”  and  that  the  Scriptures  are 
to  be  interpreted  in  that  sense  only  which  she  “  holds” 
or  declares.  All  Churches,  however,  agree  substan¬ 
tially  in  their  copies  of  Scripture. 

This  fact  shows,  likewise,  that  the  notoriety  of  tra¬ 
ditions  may  be  much  overrated,  or  that  it  does  not 
make  their  conveyance  secure,  but  that  spurious  tra¬ 
ditions  (one  or  other  being  such  when  they  are 
contradictory)  may  also  be  notorious.  There  is  no 
fact,  however,  of  a  similar  kind,  to  affect  the  value  of 
notoriety  in  preserving  written  truth. 

The  remaining  point  in  the  two  arguments  men¬ 
tioned,  is  the  comparative  fitness  of  tradition  and 
Scripture  for  the  faithful  transmission  of  truth.  And 
here  I  shall  offer  a  common-senst',  though  figurative 
illustration,  which  appears  to  me  as  just  as  it  is  apt. 

Tradition  professes  to  be  a  stream  from  a  fountain. 
The  fountain  was  the  oral  teaching  of  Christ  and  his 
inspired  servants,  or  such  of  their  teaching  as  was 
distinct  from  the  Scriptures  written  by  the  latter, 
The  stream  is  the  oral  transmission  of  the  things  so 
taught,  or  said  to  have  been  taught;  including,  also 
extra-.scriptural  records  of  them. 

Scripture  likewise  professes  to  be  a  stream  from  a 
fountain.  The  fountain  was  the  written  teaching  of 
the  inspired  servants  of  Christ,  forming  the  Christian 
Scriptures.  The  stream  is  formed  by  the  successive 
transcripts  of  the  books  so  written. 

The  channel  for  the  stream  of  tradition  is  the  hu¬ 
man  mind.  Each  successive  parent,  pastor  or  other 
teacher,  transmits  it  as  he  understood  it  at  first,  or  as 
he  understands  it  afterwards,  and  as  he  remembers  it 
— an  imperfect  channel  obviously,  having  many  de¬ 
viations  in  its  course.  It  is  also  an  open  channel,  re¬ 
ceiving  other  currents,  such  as  fancies,  opinions,  and 
prejudices  of  various  kinds,  at  every  point  of  its  pro¬ 
gress — and  having  in  its  track  hidden  springs, of  weak 
motives  to  concede  or  to  modify  the  truth — which  cur¬ 
rents  and  springs  must  unavoidably  mingle  strange 
waters  with  the  stream  of  tradition. 

The  channel  for  the  stream  of  Scripture  is  written 
record — a  conduit  or  close  aqueduct — which  admits  no 
extraneous  waters,  and  has  no  secret  springs,  and 
through  which  none  of  the  original  supply  can  escape 
— the  only  exceptions  being  the  slight  accidents  that 
arc  incidental  to  even  the  ^st  materials  and  the  best 
workmanship. 

Regarding  this  illustration  as  a  just  one,  founded  on 
tlie  cominon-6en.se  of  the  case,  i.  e.  on  the  obvious  na¬ 
ture  of  tradition  and  Scripture,  wc  see  that  the  close 


channel.  Scripture,  is  a  far  greater  security  for  pr^ 
servincr  the  stream  of  inspired  truth  pure  as  it 
from  the  fountain,  than  the  open  channel,  tradition. 
We  see,  also,  that  if  tradition  be  used  as  the  sole  and 
authoritative  interpreter  of  Scripture,  it  brings  into 
it  all  its  mixtures. 

Another  common-sense  argument,  not  figurative, 
may  be  deduced  from  the  fact  that  tradition  and  Scrip¬ 
ture  are  both  preserved  by  succession.  _ 

Oral  tradition  is  preserved  by  the  successive  teach- 
in<ra  of  successive  generations  of  men.  And  we  snail 
alfow  a  very  liberal  average  if  we  say  that  this  teach- 
intr  is  responsibly  begun  at  fifteen  years  of  age,  and 
ended  at  sixty-five.  The  links  of  oral  JradRion  may 
tlius  be  assumed  to  be  fifty  years  in  length.  Of  couri^, 
there  have  been  more  than  thirty-four  links  between 
the  death  of  St.  John  (A.  I).  100)  and  the  present  time. 

Scripture  is  preserved  by  successive  manuscripts. 
These  may  last  many  centuries.  There  is  a  manu¬ 
script  of  the  Bible  in  London,  and  another  m  Rome,  the 
age  of  each  of  which  is  estimated  at  from  nine  hundr^ 
to  fourteen  hundred  years,  or  more ;  and  both  ^  “ 
be  still  in  good  order.  Assuming  an  average  liberal¬ 
ly  small,  if  I  may  so  speak,  for  the  duration  of  mmiu- 
scripts,  we  will  say  they  last  six  hundred  years.  1  he 
links  of  the  manuscript  succession  are,  therefore,  or 
that  length— one  link  for  every  twelve  of  oral  tradi¬ 
tion— not  quite  three  links  between  our  age  and  the 
death  of  St.  John. 

Scripture,  again,  is  preserved  by  succesive 
scripts  of  various  translations,  some  of  them  ol  high 
antiquity.  The  links  of  its  succession  become  thus 
like  “  a  three-fold  cord,  not  quickly  broken. 

The  tradition  which  was  oral  at  first,  but  recorded 
afterwards,  has  a  mixture  of  links.  Assuming  t  e 
year  of  our  Lord  4(X)  as  the  average  dividing  point— 
am  I  not  gratuitously  liberal  in  selecting  so  early  a 
date? — there  have  been  six  oral,  and  more  than  two 
ffi5?ii’t?iaVe\^Vf  Apostle- 

Now,  it  is  a  dictate  of  common-sense,  that  the 
few’er  the  links  in  the  transmission  of  a  code,  a  creed, 
a  body  of  truth,  a  collection  of  facts,  the  greater  is 
the  certainty  of  its  being  faithfully  done.  Scripture 
then  is,  by  this  argument,  twelve  limes  more  certain 
than  oral  tradition,  and  about  three  times  as  certain 
as  the  tradition  partly  oral  and  partly  recorded.  Or, 
to  state  the  comparison  in  another  and  juster  form_ — 
at  the  date  of  the  assumed  average  dividing  point 
between  these  two  kinds  of  tradition,  the  year  400, 
Scripture  was  twelve  times  as  certain  as  tradition — 
and  since  that  time,  both  scriptural,  and,  such  as  they 
then  were,  traditional  writings,  may  have  transmitted 
with  nearly  equal  security,  their  respective  contents.  In 
short,  vary  the  statement  as  the  Romanist  may  choose, 
nay,  assume  other  numbers  as  the  basis  of  the  calcu¬ 
lation,  it  will  still  be  evident  that  Scripture  is  a  vast¬ 
ly  more  secure  method  of  transmitting  truth  than 
tradition. 

Suppose,  again,  each  oral  communicator  and  each 
transcriber  to  have  had  an  equal  amount  of  human 
infirmity ;  then,  as  tradition  passes  through  twelve 
links  while  Scripture  does  through  one,  as  there  are 
twelve  oral  communicators  for  one  transcriber,  the 
chance  against  the  evil  consequences  of  this  infirmity 
is  twelve  to  one  in  favour  of  Scripture.  Moreover,  a 
clear  and  accurate  mind  is  required  for  good  oral  com¬ 
munication,  whereas  a  very  inferior  understanding  is 
sufficient  in  a  good  copyist;  manu.scripts,  therefore, 
need  never  have  failed  through  the  want  of  compe¬ 
tent  transcribers,  but  oral  tradition  jnust  often  have 
been  injured  by  incompetent  communicators  of  it, 
whether  clerical  or  lay:  the  weak  minded  may  some¬ 
times,  indeed,  have  been  corrected  by  the  strong,  but 
this  could  not  always,  perhaps  not  often  be  done  ef¬ 
fectually;  and  when  the  strong  minded  obtain  their 
tradition  from  weak  instructors,  the  corrupting  effect 
of  a  vitiated  stream  in  the  choicest  parts  of  the  chan¬ 
nel,  must  have  greatly  surpassed  all  possible  correc¬ 
tion.  This  argument,  the  mental  qualities  required 
in  the  two  cases  respectively,  is  one  of  incalculable 
weight,  and  it  is  wholly  in  favour  of  Scripture. 

If  we  pass  from  common-sense  to  experience,  we 
find  that  the  mere  tradition  of  a  body  of  truth,  or  of  a 
collection  of  facts,  has  never  remained  pure  through 
many  generations.  This  is  notoriously  the  case  with 
the  heathen,  whose  ancestors  inherited  the  religion 
of  Noah,  but  who  have  held  their  traditions  so  badly  as 
not  to  have  a  vestige  of  it  left  pure  at  the  present  day, 
in  any  of  the  numerous  forms  it  has  assumed  ;  nay, 
who  corrupted  it  so  early,  by  “serving  other  Gods,” 
that  Abraham  was  chosen,  as  the  instrument  for  the 
preservation  of  the  truth,  no  later  than  between  seven¬ 
ty  and  eighty  years  after  the  death  of  Noah,  and  be¬ 
tween  seventy  and  eighty  years  before  the  death  of 
Shem.  Even  the  Jews  “made  the  [written]  com¬ 
mandment  of  God  of  none  effect  through  their  tradi¬ 
tions” — instead  of  interpreting  Scripture  soundly, 
they  destroyed,  by  this  means,  its  true  sense. 

To  allege,  in  the  face  of  such  experience,  that 
Christian  tradition  is  secure  from  corruption,  is  equiva¬ 
lent  to  asserting  that  a  special  providence,  or  a  de¬ 
gree  of  extraordinary  inspiration  continuing  in  the 
Church,  and  in  the  Church  of  Rome  particularly,  or 
some  other  peculiar  Divine  guardianship,  interposes 
for  its  preservation.  Something  of  this  kind  is  im¬ 
plied  in  the  theory  of  the  Romanists,  the  infallibility 
of  the  traditions  “held”  by  their  Church,  and  of  their 
Church  in  applying  them  to  the  interpretations  of 
Scripture. 

One  of  their  arguments  for  this  theory  is  the  ne¬ 
cessity,  considering  the  disputes  among  Christians, 
who  all  appeal  to  Scripture,  of  some  standard  of  in¬ 
terpretation  extraneous  to  that  volume,  and  not  falli¬ 
ble.  But  there  is  not  so  great  a  necessity  for  such  an 
earthly  umpire  betw’cen  Christian  parties,  as  for  a 
similar  one — it  is  not  incumbent  on  me  to  say  how  it 
should  be  furnished-:-between  Christians  and  infidels, 
Christians  and  Jews,  Christians  and  the  heathen,  in 
neither  of  which  latter  cases  is  it  alleged  thatsuch  an 
umpire  exists :  the  differences  among  the  professed  dis¬ 
ciples  of  their  common  Lord  are  much  less,  and  of 
much  less  impiortance,  than  those  between  them  and 
the  deniers  of  that  Lord ;  and  the  argument  from 
necessity  cannot  be  justly  used  in  behalf  of  a  less  exi¬ 
gency,  while  it  is  silent  concerning  greater  exigencies 
of  the  same  kind.  Besides,  the  assertion  of  a  neces- 
shy  in  the  case  is  gratuitous;  it  takes  for  granted  that 
Scripture  cannot  be  interpreted  sufficiently  for  the 
great  purpose  for  which  it  is  given,  the  salvation  of 
men,  without  an  appeal  to  some  other  and  infallible  stan¬ 
dard  :  the  insufficiency  of  Scripture  for  this  end  must 
be  proved,  before  the  argument  from  necessity  can  be 
raised.  It  may  also  be  considered  as  much  a  duty,  as 
much  a  part  of  human  probation,  that  the  Christian, 
though  to  err  is  both  pcwsible  and  easy,  discern  and 
believe  the  truths  contained  in  Scripture,  on  grounds 
sufficient,  though  not  beyond  fallibility,  as  that  the  in¬ 
fidel,  though  it  is  both  possible  and  easy  to  remain 
such,  discern  and  believe,  on  similar  grounds,  the 
truths  (evidences)  which  lead  to  the  reception  of 
Scripture :  if  such  a  probation  is  proper,  no  argument 
from  necessity  can,  in  this  matter,  be  ba^d  on  the  dis¬ 
putes  among  Christians.

chiefly  been  noticed  in  its  abuses.  The  I  salmis 
David  repeatedly  calls  it  his  glory ^  (Ps.  xvi.  9;  xxx. 
12;  Ivii.  8,dic.,)  thus  placing  it  foremost  among 
sessions,  not  as  an  agent  of  evil,  but  a  means  of  good. 
Like  the  other  faculties  of  our  being,  its  use  is 
productive  of  good  in  direct  proportion  as  its  abuse  is 
the  cause  of  evil.  Believing,  therefore,  that  its  use 
may  be  such  as  to  entitle  one  to  the  epithet  golden- 
mouth,  and  that  it  may  be  so  employed  as  really  to 
prove  the  glory  of  its  possessor,  I  shall  inquire  briefly 
into  the  mode  of  using  it  to  advantage,  adding  the 
consideration  of  its  influence  upon  the  speaker’s  own

tage  when  the  heart  is  right  before  God.  1® 

the  manifestation  of  the  life  within,  so  that  if  this  is 
other  than  the  life  of  Christ  in  the  soui,  the  outvvard 
form  cannot  shadow  forth  the  glory  of  its  Mak^. 
This  remark  at  once  excludes  all  except  true  be¬ 
lievers  from  an  interest  in  the  topic  lefore  us,  unless 
indeed  others  may  see  something  ot  their  sin  “Y 
marking  what  advantages  they  forigo.  How  then 
are  Christians  to  employ  their  tonguis  for  the  glory  of 
God  ?  Is  it  by  merely  avoiding  harnful  conversation  . 
Then  may  a  stock  or  stone  speak  »  the  glory  of  its 
Creator.  Is  it  by  conversing  chiefy  upon  the  graver 
affairs  of  human  life,  thus  circulaing  such  thoughts 
as  a  Brougham  would  term  “  useftl  ?”  Then  are  not 
a  few  of  the  enemies  of  God  amongthe  best  supporters 
of  His  government  upon  earth.  Is  it  by  continual 
comments  upon  all  the  externals  of  religious  move¬ 
ments  in  a  neighbourhood,  villtge  or  city  ?  Then 
surely  not  a  few,  who  seldom  g)  higher  than  these 
topics,  are  far  more  efficient  laboirers  for  Christ,  than 
the  mass  of  their  more  silent,  but  far  more  active  fel- 
low-Christians.  No!  there  must  be  something  more 
uiou  aujr  w.  ..11  modes  of  employing  the  tongue, 
ere  it  can  earn  for  its  possessor  the  epithet  above,  or 
prove  his  true  glory. 

In  the  first  place,  it  must  by  the  majority  of  per¬ 
sons  be  sparingly  used.  Very  few  ever  attain  suf¬ 
ficient  mental  power  to  furnish  matter  for  numerous 
or  long  effusions  of  valuable  speech.  (Of  course 
memory  is  too  limited  to  supply  the  want  of  reflec¬ 
tion,  and  the  original  manufacture  of  ideas.)  Those 
who  employ  their  tongues  in  the  expression  of  valua¬ 
ble  thought  on  religious  subjects,  will  utter  far  less 
than  is  common  with  individuals  of  a  social  cast. 
Again:  those  who  think  to  accomplish  spiritual  good 
in  conversation  must  attempt  it.  Suppose  I  go  into 
company  where  it  would  not  be  presumptuous  for  me 
to  think  of  leading  some  part  of  conversation,  but  with¬ 
out  any  intention  of  seeking  profit  for  myself  or  others. 
Is  it  at  all  probable  that  any  material  good  will  re¬ 
sult  from  my  conversation  ?  Is  it  not  far  more  likely 
that  I  shall  yield  to  any  frivolous  topic  of  remark,  and 
thus  the  golden  opportunity  escapes?  Is  it  not  almost 
certain  that  a  social  (larty  made  up  of  Christians,  even 
if  all  enter  the  circle  without  any  specific  intention, 
otherwise,  will  waste  its  hour  or  two  or  three  in  dis¬ 
course  upon  the  merest  trifles  possible  ?  So  testifies 
daily  experience  and  observation. 

Again :  Such  topics  ought  to  be  chosen  as  are  most 
fit  subjects  of  our  prayerful  intercourse  with  God. 
Would  we  imitate  Him,  we  must  exhibit  the  same 
paramount  regard  to  spiritual  things  that  He  has  in 
His  word,  and  does  in  His  providence.  The  subjects 
of  our  prayers  then,  if  we  pray  at  all, — since  these 
are  the  highest  topics  of  religion,  should  find  a  large 
place  in  our  social  intercourse.  Is  this  requiring  too 
much  ?  Would  the  deeper  truths  of  religion  be 
desecrated  by  an  introduction  to  the  friendly  circle? 
So  have  never  thought  those  men,  who  manifest  the 
deepest  solicitude  to  place  religion  upon  the  highest 
throne  of  human  affection.  It  is  not  here  intended  to 
limit  conversation  to  the  mere  rehearsal  of  Scripture 
truths.  Every  topic  of  human  thought  which  can,  in 
any  way,  be  properly  connected  with  discourse  tend¬ 
ing  to  the  glory  of  God,  may  find  its  place  in  the  con¬ 
versation  here  proposed.  The  writer  has  in  view 
rather  the  bearing  of  the  topics  introduced,  than  the 
department  of  human  knowledge  to  which  they  belong. 
The  most  pious  and  profitable  conversation  may  as 
well  take  in  facts  from  astronomy, or  botany,  or  physi¬ 
ology,  as  from  the  history  of  divine  Providence  in  the 
moral  department  of  human  life.  The  eye  spiritually 
illumined  may  see  the  glory  of  God,  as  well  in  the 
mechanism  and  growth  of  a  plant  or  animal,  as  in  the 
salvation  of  a  soul  from  death.  The  amount  of  in¬ 
terest  may  be  greater  in  one  case  than  in  another, 
but  either  topic  may  be  equally  holy,  and  in  its  place 
equally  worthy  the  immortal  spirit  of  man. 

In  general,  our  conversation  in  order  to  be  really 
valuable  must  be  such  that  a  record  of  the  whole 
brought  before  us  in  the  day  of  judgment  wpuld  cause 
no  blush  in  the  sight  of  God.  Fellow  Christian,  do 
we  remember  that  the  recording  angel  puls  all  our 
uttered  thoughts  upon  the  books  of  heaven,  and  that 
every  idle  word  is  noted  for  final  reprobation  ?  Do  we 
ever  keep  in  mind  that  God  is  our  most  attentive  audi¬ 
tor  at  all  times  and  in  all  places?  Let  it  not  be  ima¬ 
gined  that  a  constant  sense  of  this  truth  would  seal 
our  lips.  Every  species  of  conversation  that  can 
benefit  ourselves  will  please  God — His  presence  should 
encourage  rather  than  hinder  any  desirable  use  of  the 
tongue.  By  this  member,  as  remarked  above,  we 
manifest  in  no  small  part,  the  life  that  is  in  us ;  and  if 
every  manifestation  of  that  life  be  an  evidence  that 
Christ  lives  in  our  souls,  what  can  be  more  pleasing 
in  the  sight  of  God  ?  As  each  planet  multiplies  the 
glory  of  the  sun  by  its  reflection  of  his  rays ;  so  may 
each  believer,  in  his  feeble  measure,  multiply  the 
manifestations  of  the  divine  glory,  and  as  converts  in¬ 
crease,  the  whole  moral  firmament  of  humanity  be¬ 
come  studded  with  brilliants  pure  and  fadeless  in  their 
lustre  as  the  sun  of  being  itself.

CHRYSOSTOM. 

Every  individual  ought  to  be  a  Chrysostom.  This 
word  signifies  golden-mouth,  and  was  applied  to  the 
celebrated  Greek  father  of  that  name,  on  account  of 
his  extraordinary  eloquence.  His  eloquence  was  em¬ 
ployed  for  God,  and  naturally  suggests  the  thought 
that  any  one  who  employs  his  tongue  for  the  glory  of 


A  slight  calculation  will  immediately  show  what  an 
astonishing  eflfect  the  adoption  of  this  measure  will  be 
likely  to  produce. 

The  Convention  was  unusually  full.  There  were 
present  fourteen  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and 
nine  from  other  Dioceses.  The  newly-organized  con¬ 
gregation  in  Princeton  was  received  into  connexion  un- 
der'the  name  of  Trinity  Church,  and  was  represented 
by  a  lay-delegation.  Reports  were  made  from  twenty- 
six  parishes ;  in  twelve  of  which  were  between  sixty 
and  seventy  adult  baptims;  and  in  fifteen  upwards  of 
600  communicants,  eighty  being  added  during  the  past 
year. 

Prior  to  adjournment,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  passed 
to  the  authorities  of  the  place  for  the  City  Hall,  and  also 
for  the  use  of  the  room  of  the  Masonic  Lodge.  The 
members  of  the  Convention  separated  on  Thursday 
evening,  carrying  with  them  a  grateful  sense  of  the 
kindness  and  hospitality  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  beau¬ 
tiful  place  in  which  they  had  assembled. 

It  is  not  yet  known  where  the  Bishop  will  perma¬ 
nently  locate  himself,  though  at  present  he  resides  in 
Burlington.  Prospects  of  usefulness  to  the  Church 
will  alone  determine  him.  It  is  understood,  however, 
that  the  rector  of  the  Church  in  Newark  has  been 
enabled,  by  the  liberality  and  kind  feelings  of  many 
individuals  of  his  congregation,  to  offer  him  a  place 
of  residence  in  that  town ;  and  this  circumstance,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  intrinsic  and  increasing  importance 
of  the  place  itself,  and  its  vicinity  to  the  most  flour- 
rishing  part  of  the  Diocese,  will  undoubtedly  have 
great  influence  in  determining  his  choice.  H.

For  the  Episcopal  Recorder, 
NEW-JERSEY  CONVENTIOl?. 

The  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  New-Jer- 
sey  assembled  in  the  City  Hall  at  Camden,  on  Wed¬ 
nesday  of  last  week.  May  29.  Morning  service  was 
performed  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Beasley  and  the  Rev.  Mr, 
Croes ;  after  which.  Bishop  Doane  delivered  his  pri¬ 
mary  Charge  to  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese,  and  in  lan¬ 
guage  remarkable,  both  for  vigour  of  thought  and  clas¬ 
sic  elegance  of  diction,  led  them  to  contemplate  as  well 
the  end  of  their  ministry  as  the  proper  means  by  which 
that  end  should  be  attained.  This  Charge  we  conceive 
to  have  been  one  of  the  happiest  efforts  of  its  gifted  au¬ 
thor.  It  contained  a  strikingly  correct  and  solemnly 
impressive  view  of  the  responsibilities,  duties  and  en¬ 
couragements  of  a  Christian  minister.  After  the 
Charge,  the  Bishop  administered  the  Lord’s  Supper 
with  the  presence  and  assistance  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Wharton  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Beasley.  From  the  facts 
stated  in  his  address,  it  appeared  that  he  had,  since  the 
time  of  his  consecration  in  October,  visited  twenty-six 
Churches  twice,  fourteen  once ;  that  he  bad  also  con¬ 
firmed  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  persons,  and  preach- 
\  ed  sixty-three  times  in  the  space  of  two  months. 

The  session  of  the  Convention  was  one  of  unusual  in¬ 
terest,  rendered  so,  as  well  from  the  presence  of  its  re¬ 
cently  consecrated  Bishop,  and  the  fact  that  it  was 
celebrating  its  fiftieth  anniversary,  as  from  the  impor¬ 
tant  measures  that  marked  its  proceedings.  Among 
these  measures,  the  following  resolution  is  worthy  of 
especial  notice : 

“  Resolved,  That,  at  the  instance  of  the  Bishop,  it  is 
affectionately  recommended  to  every  Episcopalian  of 
this  Diocese  to  commence  immediately,  and  hencefor¬ 
ward  to  continue  a  weekly  appropriation  and  contri¬ 
bution  for  the  promotion  of  Christian  knowledge  and 
piety,  on  the  principle  recommended  by  St.  Paul,  1 
Cor.  xvi.  2 :  ‘Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week  let  every 
one  of  you  lay  by  him  in  store  as  God  hath  prospered 
him’ — it  being  recommended  that  at  least  five  cents 


worth,  that  Gen.  Van  Rensellaer,  of  Albany,  the  firm 
and  liberal  friend  of  the  Temperance  cause,  had  offer, 
ed  to  publish  1()0,(K)0  copies  of  the  best  report  of  ifie 
proceedings  at  his  own  expense. 

Protestant  Episcopal  Pulpit.— T\\q  May  number 
of  the  Pulpit  contains  a  practical  and  excellent  sor 
mon  by  the  Rev.  W.  D.  Cair.ns,  of  Wilmington,  N.c 
from  Acts  xxiv.

Crohweli..  The  former,  delivered  on  an  occasion  of 
public  thanksgiving,  is  a  devotional  exhibition  of  the 
divine  mercies,  and  the  latter  an  “admonition  to  the 
young,”  from  1  John  ii.  I.q.  We  are  informed  that 
copies  of  the  beautifully-executed  likeness  of  Bishop 
White,  published  with  the  January  number  of  the  Pul- 
pit,  still  remain  to  be  disposed  of.  Wc  recommend 
them  to  the  notice  of  those  who  wish  to  possess  a 
faithful  representation  of  the  features  of  our  venerable 
Bishop. 

Bishop  Onderdonk's  C/iarge.— The  subject  discuss¬ 
ed  by  Bishop  Onderdonk  is  so  important,  and  his  views 
so  convincing  and  satisfactory,  that  we  have  concluded 
to  copy  his  late  Charge  entire  into  our  paper.  Al- 
though  longer  than  most  of  the  articles  which  we 
publish,  we  hope  that  the  interest  and  ability  by  which 
it  is  characterized  will  secure  for  it  a  general  and  at- 
tentive  perusal.  It  will  be  continued  next  week,  and 
concluded  in  the  subsequent  number. 


Death  of  Lord  Gambier. — A  paragraph  in  the 
London  Morning  Herald  announces  the  death  of  Lord 
Gambier  on  the  19th  of  April.  This  nobleman  holds 
a  distinguished  place  in  the  history  of  the  present  age 
from  his  naval  exploits,  and  a  still  more  honourable 
one  on  the  records  of  Christian  benevolence,  as  a 
decided  and  active  Christian.  He  was  President  of 
the  Church  Missionary  Society,  Vice-President  of  the 
British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  and  other  benevo 
lent  institutions. 

In  this  country  Lord  Gambier  is  known  from  his 
liberality  to  Kenyon  College  and  the  deep  interest 
which  he  ever  manifested  in  its  welfare.  He  was  one 
of  Bishop  Chase’s  warmest  friends,  and  afforded  him 
the  most  efficient  aid  in  obtaining  funds  for  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  the  important  institution  which  owes  its 
existence  to  his  efforts.  Bishop  Chase  was  introduced 
to  Lord  Gambier  by  a  letter  from  the  Hon.  Henry 
Clay,  with  whom  he  had  been  associated  at  Ghent  in 
forming  the  treaty  of  peace  between  Great  Britain  and 
the  United  States.  The  English  religious  periodicals 
will  enable  us  to  state  hereafter  further  particulars  of 
his  life  and  character.  For  the  present  we  can  only 
give  the  following  brief  notice  from  the  Morning  He¬ 
rald. 

“  We  regret  to  have  to  announce  the  death  of  this 
excellent  and  amiable  nobleman  at  four  o’clock  on 
Friday  morning,  at  his  house  at  Iver,  near  Uxbridge, 
in  the  77th  year  of  his  age.  His  Lordship  was  one 
of  the  few  remaining  gallant  officers  who  had  a  com¬ 
mand  in  the  glorious  battle  of  the  1st  of  June.  On 
that  occasion  he  commanded  the  Defence  of  74  guns, 
which  was  the  first  ship  that  broke  the  line.  The 
Defence  was  dismasted  in  the  action,  and  had  to  con¬ 
tend  with  two  French  ships-of-the-line,  one  on  each 
side,  both  of  which  struck  to  him.  At  Copenhagen 
Lord  Gambier  was  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the 
naval  forces,  and  for  that  service  was  rewarded  with 
a  pension  of  2,000/.  a  year,  which  latter  he  generously 
declined.  His  Lordship  again  commanded  the  naval 
force  against  the  French  fleet  in  the  Basque  roads. 
His  public  life  was  distinguished  by  his  loyalty  and 
his  devotion  to  the  Constitution ;  his  private  life  by  an 
uninterrupted  series  of  acts  of  kindness  and  philan¬ 
thropy.”

We  have  seldom  taken  up  a  modern  publication 
for  perusal  with  more  pleasure  than  the  work  before 
us.  The  world  is  overwhelmed  with  the  flood  of  new 
publications  poured  forth  day  after  day  from  the  press 
most  of  them  professing  to  set  forth  “  some  new  thinir  ” 
or  something  old  dressed  up  in  a  new  and  improved 
form.  Hence  the  reader  of  new  books  must  be  ever 
on  his  guard.  He  must  scrutinize  with  jealous  atten¬ 
tion  the  new  opinions  and  new  schemes  wbicb  the 
“  march  of  intellect”  is  ever  bringing  out,  and  painful- 
ly  employ  himself  in  separating  the  chafT  from  the 
wheat,  should  hebe  so  happy  as  to  find  aught  of  the  latter 
in  the  mass.  He  will,  indeed,  sometimes  gather  up 
golden  grain  which  will  repay  him  for  h/s 
which  will  take  their  place  among  the  stamlanls  of 
literature  and  reflect  honour  on  the  age.  Yet  these 
happy  exceptions  cannot  take  away  from  us  the  ap¬ 
prehension  which  often  prevails,  of  finding  a  new  evil 
concealed  beneath  the  cover  of  a  new  book. 

With  these  feelings  it  was  truly  refreshing  to  take 
up  a  volume  whose  object  is  to  gain  attention  for  the 
language  of  “  truth,  unmixed  with  error,”  to  impress 
upon  the  mind,  not  the  views  of  the  author,  but  the 
counsels  of  inspiration.  “  In  this  age  of  wild  specu¬ 
lation  on  religious  subjects,”  as  Mr.  Eastburn  justly 
remarks  in  his  preface,  “every  attempt  to  lead  the 
mind  to  that  pure  and  undefiled  fountain  of  truth 
which  IS  contained  in  the  Bible,  seems,  whatever  may 
be  its  merits  in  other  respects,  to  be  of  itself  a  com¬ 
mendable  endeavour.” 

We  are  not  less  pleased  with  the  execution  than 
with  the  design  of  these  Lectures.  They  present  a 
favourable  specimen  of  what  we  consider  the  best 
mode  of  preaching,  and  for  reading,  especially  in 
families,  will,  we  are  confident,  be  found  highly  useful. 
The  object  of  the  author  is  “  to  keep  constantly  in 
view  those  distinguishing  features  of  practical  and 
experimental  religion  in  which  all  Christians  agree,” 
and  in  the  accomplishment  of  this,  he  appears  to  us  to 
have  been  entirely  successful.  We  are  particularly 
pleased  with  the  frequent  and  appropriate  reference 
to  the  Saviour  as  a  deliverer  from  sin,  and  an  example 
of  a  godly  life — the  contemplation  of  this  and  kindred 
subjects,  clearly  and  judiciously  exhibited  in  the  lec¬ 
tures  of  Mr.  Eastburn,  must  do  good.  The  circula¬ 
tion  of  his  work  will  tend,  we  think,  to  the  increase 
of  enlightened  and  Scriptural  piety,  and  we  therefore 
wish  it  success.  The  beauty  of  its  appearance,  with 
respect  to  type  and  paper  will  also,  no  doubt,  have  its 
effect  in  securing  for  it  a  favourable  reception. 

Memoir  of  J.  C.  Rieu,  from  the  French  of  Frederic 
Monod,  jun.,  &c.  With  Introductory  Remarks, 
by  A.  Alexander,  D.  D.  Philadelphia:  French 
&  Perkins,  159  Chestnut  street,  183:1. 

We  have  read  with  much  interest  this  sketch  of 
Mr.  Rieu’s  life.  His  devotion  as  a  Christian,  his 
faithfulness  and  fervour  in  the  discharge  of  pastoral 
duties,  render  his  character  worthy  of  a  place  on  the 
records  of  departed  worth.  The  memoir  of  his  life 
is  written  with  much  simplicity  and  beauty.  The 
following  remarks  are  from  the  pen  of  a  correspon¬ 
dent: 

It  is  due  to  the  worthy  publishers  of  this  little  work, 
to  say  that  its  appearance  is  no  less  inviting  than  its 
contents  are  interesting  and  edifying.  It  is  sincere¬ 
ly  to  be  hoped  that  an  improvement  in  typography, 
and  the  general  style  of  book-making  in  this  city,  may 
be  approaching.  A  Philadelphia  publication  ought 
not  to  be  distinguished  from  a  Boston  one,  when  open¬ 
ed  at  random,  unless  the  difference  could  be  in  our 
favour.  This  may  seem  a  small  matter  to  the  calcu¬ 
lator  of  dollars  and  cents ;  but  to  those  who  remark 
the  exact  difference  between  our  mental  trains,  while 
reading  a  book  in  fine  type,  and  upon  clear  paper, 
and  such  as  we  experience  in  the  absence  of  these 
advantages,  this  subject  will  not  seem  so  obviously  un¬ 
important. 

This  little  volume  presents  us  a  brief  account  of  « 
young  minister  of  Jesus  Christ,  who  seemed  to  rise 
almost  at  once  to  the  heights  of  Christian  faith  and 
piety.  The  following  brief  extract  will  let  the  reader 
into  the  secret  of  his  character  and  conduct: 

“  The  assiduous  reading  and  meditation  of  the  work 
of  God  soon  became  his  whole  pleasure;  and  con¬ 
ducted,  as  it  was,  with  deep  humility  and  a  spirit  of 
prayer,  imparted  to  him  a  rapidly  increasing  strength. 
And  from  the  moment  when,  by  heavenly  grace,  he 
felt  his  own  weakness,  his  total  imcompetency  to  do 
any  thing  of  himself;  when  he  had  learned  to  seeK 
strength  and  assistance  only  from  the  Lord ;  to  con¬ 
sider  himself  merely  as  an  instrument,  which  is  no¬ 
thing  but  by  the  hand  that  wields  it ;  from  that  mo¬ 
ment  he  felt  himself  superior  to  all  difficulties,  and 
discovered  that  ho  could  do  all  things  through  Cliri= 
strengthening  him.”
